But if Methuen attempts ‘to 
reach Bloemfantein from Kimberley, he will 
be without the necessary railroad to furnish 
supplies, and, acéording to his own accounts, 
English troops do nat like to fight without their 
dinner. The Paris Afatin, sifting all this, 

finds, on the authority of its London corres- 

“ pondent, that a good many. English begin to, 
doult their ability 10 win, especially as thé 
Dogrs care nothing for the British navy. - 

The Boer losacs scem to be comparatively 
 slight—not as heavy, even, as they appear to 
‘be in’ the Boer telegrams, which also, itis 
alleged, are edited-zby the’ British censor, We 
have in our possession complete lists of the 
Boer losses in the engagements of Glencoe, 
Ladysmith, and Mafeking, giving the name 

“and home address of every one wounded or 
killed, ‘These lists are quoted from the Pretoria 
Staats Courant by such papersas the Rotterdam 
Courant Nieuws van den Dag and “Handels- 
Mad, and the Utrecht Courant, According to 
these lists the Boers lost as killed, 28 wounded 
at Glencoe, t wounded at Dannhauser’s (where 
the Uritish cavalry surrendered), over 600 in 
killed, wounded, and prisoners at Elundslaagte. 
The Pretoria Staats Conrant regrets that, owing 
to the deplorable reverse encountered, it is un- 
able to inform the famitics of the missing men 
whether they are killed, wounded, or prisoners. 
Colonel Schiel is reported to have been killed 
in the beginning of the fight, Commandant 
Kock killed before the British took the position, 

Among the Continental criticisms of the 
army’s work ‘thus far, one of the most charitable 
fs by a Prussian officer, the London corres- 
pondent. of the Hrankfurter Zeitung, whose 
pa oe remarks sire occasionally quoted 
by the English papers. We condense an article 
which has'been ignored by the British press, 
but which, has circulated widely in continental 
countrics: 7

jions were: not as yet without ammunition, 
Unless the authorities prefer to hush up the 
matter, the fact remains to be explained that 
two.battalions surrendered against the will of 
their, commander, What a contrast tothe much 
less numerous’ Bocr militia in the, fight at 
Elandslaagte |: me . 
| Lhave watched the British manauvers, and 
they convinced me that the only British troops 
which possess a through military spirit are the 
Scots.. The detachment at Nichalson’s Neck 
would not have surrendered had they been 
Scotch. —T 
English battalions failed to do their duty at the 

! A Scottish battalion ‘stor- 
med the position with losses hardly worth men- 
tioning. Again, Colonel Schiel mentions the 
Scats with respect in his description of the 

..Elandslaagte affair, while he badly disguises 
his contempt for the English Lancers. ‘ 

Now, I do not like ty blame the English 
officers, and would not like to ‘think that they 

‘ failed to shew courage. Even if they did, it 
would be well for us to remember that officers. 
of the Prussian army, after the battle of Jana, 
exhibited a cowardice which we would hardly 
like to call Prussian, It must be the fault of 
the men, .We hear, for instance, that a com- 
pany and a half of mounted infontry “sent 
to. attack the enemy at Kimberley, . “‘re- 
lired” becatise they stiddenly. received the fire 
of the enemy, - ‘They lost their commander and 
one other officer killed, two officers and two 
men wounded, . Four officers and two men! 
What were the men doing all this while? 
Fromm Mafeking comes the report that an attack 
of the Boers cost the garrison two officers, two 
non-commissioned, and one private killed, 
three ‘non-coms, and two privates wounded.. 
One can hardly escape the impression that only 
officers and non-coms. in the British army 
possess the necessary courage to, meet. the 
enemy's fire. * In that case we may expect some 
strange news, unless the troops arriving later 
possess more spirit, or mee 

The London Standard asks whether. the 
British officers have forgotten ‘the lessons: 
learned on the mancuver field, I beg to point 
out that the English manceuvers teach nothing, 

.. They are conducted as if every opposing force 
were composed of, savages, who know nothing 
--of tactics “and can’ not-shoot, - Hence: the-ex- 
hibition gf bravery on the part of the officers, 
and thoir want of ability, - = * a 

Father Matthew's latest version is that the 
two battalions to whom he was attached sur- 
rendered “ because the vers prepared to attack 
them with artillery.” General -Joubert's repon 
on this runs as follows: - 

“ About two hundred’ English were scen to 
approach from Dundee the morning after the 
engagement, We expected some of Lucas 
Meyer’s men from that direction, and went to 
meet them. ‘We soon discovered our mistake.. 
They took up a position near a house. A field- 
piece which our men‘had near them began to 
fire upon them, and at the third shot they sur-
